The Marina Insuraneo correspondent of the 
Times writes on Dee, ¥ th :— 
In tho following Ietter Mr. T. Baty, socratary 


of the Intornational Law Association, refors to + 


the caso of tho Aniorican steamer Australia con- 
fixcated by tho Japauese Prize Court (appeal). 
Lhe facts, as alleged by tha- Japanese Court, 
were tuken by mo from a full translation of the 
toxt of Gheir judgment, “Neither tha dustralia 
nor the Montara was alleged by the Japanase 
to be direstly employed “in furtherance of the 
operations of war. Both these reasela wo-e 
ongayed in taking out stores from the United 
States to Kamtéhatka and bringing back skins, 
To the’ dustravia case the Japauose Court 
claimed that she was really charterad by the 
Ruasfiia Government,andin conseqroncs became 
an enemy vessel; in the Montara case it was 


_ | cloimed that, a8 sho was engaged in a close 


trade under special licencs from the Russian. 
Govern, she became virtually an onemy 
vessel:
